Further French uneasiness is promoted 
by some of the hair-raising stories of 
raids On the coast of France by black- 
faced and black-un sh dare-

Some of these stori y be true

over-stimulated imaginations 

The crop of such stories is particularly 
lush at the moment because of the public 
demand for action the West and the 
recent official announcement that the 
authorities had organized “commandos” of 
shock troops to carry out such raids. 

Official British spokesmen say nothing 
of these excursions but the impression, 
based on sifting some of the more drama- 
tie tales, is that there may have been some 
snatch-and-grab raids by a few men but 
that there has not been anything very 
ambitious along that line. 

Naturally, nobody in the British gev- 
ernment objects to having people on the 
continent think that all hell is breaking 
lose along the Channel coast, night after 
night. 

Most of these stories seem to derive 
from the granddaddy of them all, the now 
hoary yarn of a dashing raid on Letouquet 
casino in the summer of 1940. According 
to that tale, which is largely believed now 
to be false, a group of “commando” boys 
suddenly walked into a dance at the 
casino late one night, ordered the ladies 
to leave and proceeded to machine-gun all 
the Germans present. 


And Others 


There have been many other stories of 
British machine - gunners motorcycling 
through Northern France as far as 
Amiens and shooting every German in 
sight, of knifing perties along the beach 
at Boulogne and of raids on the Channel 
Islands. 

Apparently, the best raiding which has 
been done has been in the Mediterranean. 
There was a parachute raid on Italy which 
was an erninent success and fiction stories, 


in 


apparently based on reality, tell of very 
successful shooting parties in Italian 
Libya. 


The stories, however, are most cast on 
the French coast, 

Raids along the coast of France would 
necessarily be risky affairs because the 
Germans have the shallows well mined 
and the beaches well wired and manned 
by sentries. j 

No authentic news has yet been receiv- 
ed of eny really large-scale landing though 
there are frequent hints ef small kidnap- 
ping parties being put ashore. 

Al) these affairs, real or fictitious, cause 
French unease because the French fear 
that the Germans, unnerved as they are, 
by the eerie quality of such tactics, may 
retaliate upon the French themselves. 

From these sources flow the wave of 
anti-British feeling that is now engulfing 
our former allies.

I have asked Charles E. Van 
Vleck to explain in his own words 
the original two-bids and three-bids.

“When pre-emptive two-bids are 
used as defensive measures, it 1s 
simply adhering to the old prin- 
ciple that a poor offense is better 
than a good defense. The science 
comes in transforming a weak 
opening two-bid into a game or, 
on very rare occasions, a slam con- 


tract. 

“The two-bids in suits, as used 
in the ‘V. V.’ system, are bid 
merely for their defensive value 
While of a pre-emptive nature, 
their size is hardly forbidding 
enough to make the opponents 
hesitate. In fact, rataer than 


cause hesitation, they create a 
compelling influence upon the op- 
ponents tu over-extend themselves 
for fear of being “psyched” out of 
what is coming to them by this 
wanton display of weakness. 

“There is another efficacious 
angle, however. It is the ability | 
to mention one’s suit for a lead | 
against an anticipated adverse no 
trump without the risk of one’s 
partner mistaking this defensive 
bid for one of aggression.
